train carrying $52,000,000 worth of 
gold and securities which had been 
shipped by the Bank of 
England 


from London, by the way of Halifax, 
N. S., to this city, arrived here to- 
day. 
The train was composed of 


seAcral steel cars and was guarded 
by fortv armed men. 


Of the total shipment, $35,000,- 


000 was in gold and was believed to 
be in the form of American double 
eagles. The weight of the gold ship- 
ment was about 75 tons. It was said 
to be the largest single shipment of 
gold ever sent across the Atlantic 
ocean in one vessel. 


It was brought over in a British 


battleship 
which

through the war zone and across the 
ocean by a cruiser and a flotilla of 
torpedo boat destroyers 
to

If the gasoline in an explosion in an 


liitecnal combustion engine Is burned 
completely the resulting gases would 
be water and carbon dioxide. How- 
ever, this condition rarely exists, as 


• there are always some unburned gases 
in the exhaust of 011 engine. The end 
products from a gasoline engine do not 
differ from those of a kerosene en- 
gine when complete combustion takes 
place. 


My car begins to lag when about half 


way up a hill. Does the slanting posi- 
tion of the car interfere with a proper 
supply of gasoline to the carburetor? 


It is not likely that your trouble is 


due to the position of the tank, but it 
is probably caused by dirt in the feed 
pipe. The dirt does not prevent the 
flow entirely, but reduces it so that 
not enough gasoline is supplied to the 
float chamber to satisfy the extra de- 
mand put upon the car when it is 
climbing a hill. Disconnect the feed 
pipe at the carburetor and note wheth- 
er the flow is free; if not, remove the 
pipe and clean it with a wire. If the 
trouble still persists adjust the car- 
buretor to give a richer mixture. The 
gasoline flow, due to the low position 
of the tank, should not be affected ex- 
cept on a steep hill. If you feel, how- 
fiver, that the flow is not sufficient you 
mlgbt Install a tank holding about a 
pint directly in front and slightly 
above the carburetor. 
This tank is 


merely connected in the line, has no 
valves and Is only a reservoir, but with 
sufficient capacity to carry the car 
over the longest hills, even though the 
supply of fuel were cut off. 


Can you give some good and simple 


way* of lining up a transmission? 
' One good way of lining up the trans- 
mission in to take a scribe*" or stiff 
wire with a point on one end and 
clamp the other end to the main gear- 
set shaft. 
Bring the point of the 


scriber to the rear face of the flywheel 
and then adjust the gearcase until the 
point barely touches the flywheel In 
every position of rotation. Then place 
the point of the scriber in contact with 
the cone face of the flywheel and ad- 
just the case so that the point Just 
touches at every point This determines 
circularity. When this is done, test 
the rear face of the flywheel again 
und so on, until the alignment is per- 
fect. Willie doing this, do not lose 
sight of the necessity for also keeping 
the shifting mechanism In line.

to the advisability of braking my ear 
by closing the throttle? 


Using the motor as an auxiliary by 


closing the throttle is a very good 
scheme, as It saves wear and, in some 
cases, heating of the brake shoes. 
Some people object to the use of the 
motor in this way because it Imposes 
a small strain on the driving mecha- 
nism, but this is negligible. A more 
powerful braking effect can be obtain- 
ed by switching off the Ignition and 
this is probably more popular than 
merely closing the throttle.

Can you give me some information 


as to automobile valve timing? 


The timing of a motor depends on 


•whether the greatest torque or twist- 
ing effort is wanted at low or high 
speeds and whether it is desirable to 
have a silent motor. For instance, if 
a motor with a particularly good torque 
at low speed is wanted, then the ex- 
haust opening should be delayed more 
than usual so that the expansive force 
of the gas will be exerted to the ut- 
most On the other hand, if the motor 
is to develop a maximum torque at a 
high speed It is better to open the ex- 
haust valve earlier so as to give the 
gas plenty of time to flow out 
The 


reduction in back pressure due to this 
more than compensates for the small 
amount of expansive energy that is 
thus thrown away.

You will find that the 
four cylinder, five bearing motor usu- 
ally, If not always, has its cylinders 
cast separately, thus making a com- 
paratively long shaft and motor. With 
a long shaft the points of support must 
naturally be many to obtain rigidity 
and it would not do for a very long 
motor to have a two bearing shaft, al- 
though some have three large supports. 
The motor design then plays a big 
part In the number of bearings to sup- 
port the crank shaft The small block 
motor with a two bearing crank shaft 
shows good results and the block and 
pair cast motors with three bearing 
shafts are also showing up well. Tak 
Ing the small block motor, any Increase 
In the number of bearings adds to the 
Motional loss and to the coat and de- 
tracts from Its simplicity. The bearing* 
usually used In this type are mnde long 
to glv« good aervlce. However, In two

increase, the Western roads, in- 


stead of asking a uritorm increase, 
singled out particular commodities, 
moving mainly in carloads and pro- 
posed specified increases, changes af- 
fecting minimum weights, increased 
charges for special service, and in- 
creased rates on a number of mis- 
cellaneous articles. They based these 
claims for additional revenue on the 
ground of financial needs, the down- 
ward tendency of their net earnings 
and because the commodities involv- 
ed do not bear their equitable share 
of the burden. The 
state 
commis- 


sions and other bodies denied 
that 


the financial condition of the roads 
warranted increased rates. 


The region more particularly af- 


fected by the decision embraces Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas, 
Colorado, 
Nebraska, 
Iowa, 


Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Oklahoma, and the coal 
area of Indiana. 


Commissioner Daniels, in his dis- 


sent said the roads were entitled to 
increases "far in excess" of those 
granted by today's decision.
